when I say “please.” This is usually what I sound like when 

pleading with my assignment to go 
through and meet my deadline on Canvas. 

Let's be real: when you flip your laptop 

open here on campus, what’s the first 
thing you think? It’s probably not whether 
or not the assignment will be easy. No. 
You probably pray that God grants your 
bandwidth strength enough to access 
Canvas. And then thoughts probably shift 
over into wondering how long it will take 
to submit anything. 

The Wi-Fi is very questionable in qual- 
ity. Some days it works flawlessly. Other 
days it takes 30 minutes to submit one 
problem and find out it was incorrect all 
along (source: it happened to me). 

I will say that the school and internet 
providers are very quick about fixing 
problems as they happen. And sometimes, 
it’s our fault. We have too many devices sucking down band- 
width, and no one but ourselves can help that. However, even 
if we control our devices and connections better, I still feel as 
though the solutions we are getting when the Wi-Fi goes out are 
temporary solutions. Otherwise Barber Hall residents probably
